Wasnrxoron, December 14.—[Special.]—The 
river end harbor bill will be small this ses- 
pion, ] robably not over $8,000,000, Much of 
this wil! go to thefcontinuance of work already 
under wey. Little new work will be inaugu- 
rated. Last session the committee started out 
do cut appropriations down below $10,000,000. 
It was forced a million or two above this esti- 
mate. Ilence the spirit of economy is now 
sirengthened by adesire to bring down the 
gverace. 

For several 
the com mittee 
io receive representing 
the vorious interests affected by the river and 
harbor bill. They came last session from al- 
most every statein the union and occupied 
many days inthe presentation of their peti- 
tions. Nosuch delegations will be received 
this session. The rivers and harbors will have 
to depend on the congressmen from their 
states. They will be admitted to the sessions 
of the committee to make brief statements of 
the condition and needs of the work in their 
Various districts. On this information and 
that iurnished by the engineers’ reports 

the appropriations —_will be made. 
Phe evgineers take pride in their work and 
ask for enough money to carry out their de- 
Bignswell. Rarely do the appropriations come 
up to their estimates. They always ask for 
at least twice as much as they get for Savan- 
nah and Brunswick. 
JUDGE MOULTON’S RESOLUTION. 
_ Judge Moulton, of [linois, told me yester- 
day that the resolution offered in the house by 
him to have agents of the government to take 
charge of the New Orleans exposition and col- 
lect enougb money to repay the government 
loan was not intended as a reflection on the 
exposition Management. He does not think 
it will be a failure as a great industrial ex- 
hibit, but quite the contrary. It is seldom 
that such gigantic enterprises prove success- 
ful financially.

The most suita- 
ble place for the library would be directly in 
front of the capitol, but the owners of those 
lots hold them at very high prices because of 
this very fact. The corner ef the Botanical 
gardens, on Pennsylvania avenue, would be 
& convenient locality, and already belongs to 
the government, but it 1s low and damp and, 
itis fexred, would prove a bad place for the 
preservation of books and manuscripts. Mrs. 
Carlisic Patterson, who owns real estate in the 
northeastern portion of the city, offers to donate 
a lot for the library, but it is half a mile from 
the capitol and in arather unattractive quar- 
eT. This diffietsity in uBaing &2 “S&NVenient 
site somewhat jeopardizes the bill, which nas 
already passed the senate and is now strongly 
backed in the house. 

JAY GOULD’S AGENTS 

have much to do in Washington every winter. 
They are kept busy warding off the impend- 
ing forfeitures of land grants. The bug bear 
of a postal telegraph demands their constant 
attention. All questions relating tothe public 
domain in the great west are subjects 
of close study for these shrewd and capable 
princes of the lobby. The recent debate on 
the inter-state commerce bill has touched 
their interests at a vital point. 

It is said that Gould is one ot the most zeal- 
ous sdvocates of the Mexican treaty, and that 
the immediate aim of his attorneys is to se- 
cure the passage of the bill to carry its pro- 
visions into effect. Gould’s railroad and land- 
ed interests in Mexico would be vastly en- 
henced it the treaty could be carried out. A 
number of prominent public men are the re- 
puted owners of Mexican interests which 
they purchased as a speculation, basing their 
hopes of profit on the ratification of the treaty 
and the passage of the necessary bills by the 
house to make it effective. The outlook is 
gloomy forthem. I think the treaty has lost 
ground fast since the present session opened 
and the defeat of the bill to make it operative 
seems inevitable. 

DAKOKA CAN'T COME IN. 

Senator George Vest paid his respects in 
handsome style to the lobby which is trying 
to cut Dakotain twoand admit half of it 
as a state. He showed that it did 
not have anything like the population 
which would be accorded a representative un- 
der the present appointment, whereas the 
bill would clothe it with the sovereign power 
of statehood forever, give it two senators and 
a congressman. Mr. Vest exposed the boasted 
growth of the northwestern territories. Colo- 
rado has been a state eight years and has 
barely enough population now to get one con- 

ressman. Nevada, still older in the union, 

as actually shrunk in population since ts 

admission, and with a pitiful show of 60,000 
people has two members of the 
Benate and one in the house, 
though the same number of people in one of 
the larger states would be little more than 
one-third erough to obtain one representative 
in the lower house. Mr. Vest’s description of 
the population of Dakota is not calculated to 
make the older states open the door to their 
admission into the sacred circle of sovereign- 
ties. Hetreated the bill as a republican 
scheme to gain two senators, one congressman 
and three electoral votes, which is about the 
sizeofit. Dakota can’t come in yet. It is de- 
ficient in quality as well as quantity.

An Epitome of What isto Take Place Dur- 
ing the Week. 

Wasnixcton, December 14.—In the house of 

representatives to-morrow, after the usual call 

of states and territories, tor the introduction

Committee on commerce—To pass Repre- 
sentative Hoblitzell’s bill to promote the effi- 
ciency of the reyenue marine service. 

_ The committee on agriculture—To pass the 
bill making the commissioner of agriculture 
a cabinet officer. < 

The house committee on appropriations in- 
tends to report both the District of Columbia 
and the consular and diplomatic appropria- 
tion bills during the present week. The for- 
mer will probably be reported, so that it may 
be called 6. for action Tuesday morning. 

_Mr. Rendall has expressed his determina- 
tion to get all of the appropriation bills 
through the house as soon as possible, sc that 
they may be discussed by the senate et an 
early day. 

The interstate commerce bill will be called 
up for continued discussion,when no ap- 
proprigtion bill is before the house, Mr. Rea- 
xan hopes to secure action upon 
it | close of Thurs- 
day’s session. When this bill shall 
have been disposed of, the friends of the Mex- 
ican pension bill will endeavor to secure ac- 
lion ve 1 that measure.

THE FRAIL BARKS 


WHICH WENT TO THE BOTTOM 
WITH THEIR CREVWVS, 


The Details of Last Tuesday’s Storm Along the 
Rappahannock River—The Loss of Life Not 
as Great as at First Reported— 
How the Storm Came Up.

Bartimore, December 14.—The Sun to-night 
has received a dispatch from its special cor- 
respondent, who left this city Friday night, 
on the steamer Mason L. Weems, to ascertain 
the facts in regard tothe reported loss of life 
by the storm on the Rappahannock on Tues- 
i. : : . 
cay last. The dispatch is dated at. Freder- 
icksburg to-day, and states thit the loss of 
life was not so great as ‘at first reported. 
From the mouth ofthe river to the Rappa- 
hannock, a distance of sixty miles, only eight 
persons are known to have been drowned 
above that point, which is in Essex county. 

OTHER VICTIMS HEARD FROM. 

The river is narrow, and_ storms 
are not dangerous. Three canoes with 
seven men are said to have been sunk near 
the mouth of the river, and the men drowned. 
Twelve men who were missed have proved to 
be safe.. The storm is said to have been the 
most severe ever known in that section. There 
are many oyelermen on theriver who came 
from other seectionsof the state, and it is 
probable more may have lost their lives, but 
they are not known. 

The oyster beds of the Rappahannock lie 
near the mouth of the river and off tbe shores 
of Richmond, Lancaster, Essex and Middle- 
sex counties, Virginia. The mouth of the river, 
which opens directly into Chesapeake Bay, 
between thirty and forty miles north of Cape 
Heury, is exceedingly rough in stormy weath- 
er and unsafe even for staunch vessels. The 
cystermen, mostly negroes, visit the oyster 
beds in the river. and even those well out in 
the bay, sailing ina great variety of craft, 
irom the tiny twenty-foot canoe, manned by 
two persons and carrying but three or four 
bushels of oysters, up tostaunch sloops and 
pungies of-15 or 20 tons burden. All these 
crait carry sail, and the smaller canoe often 
heve much more canvas than is safe for them 
in a stiff gale. 

THE FURY OF THE STORM. 

When Tuesday evening’s storm came up 
fifteen of these boats, most of them canoes 
manned with crews of two or three men each, 
and carrying twenty-seven souls all told, it is 
supposed started from the Lancaster county 
shore toa schooner lying on the Middlesex 
side, with the customary basket at the mast- 
head to indicate that the captain wished to 
purehase eysters. So suddenly did the gale 
develop that they had not time to make for 
shore before it was upon them in all its fury. 
in an instant sails were rent, spars snapped 
and the frailcraft capsized, and before the gale 
had blown fifteen minutes many of the oyster- 
men were struggling in the roughened water 
or clinging in desperation to their upturnéd 


boats. 


One colored man, who saved himself by float- 
ing on the turned-up bottom of his boat to a 
passing schooner, states that every one of the 
craits capsized. Several of the men succeeded 
in swimming ashore, but the majority of them 
could notswim. ‘Meand another fellow clung 
onto my boat for over two hours,” said he, 
‘The cold water poured over us and we nearly 
froze. Aftor awhile George dropped off; I'could

TRAGEDY INA PENITENTIARY. 


A Lunatic Brains His Companions in Their 
Sleep, 

Jerrerson City, Mo., December 14.—Short- 
ly after midnight, at the insane hospital in 
the state penitentiary, John Mason, a convict, 
who had been considered harmlessly insane, 
arose, and securing a heavy iron poker, went 
into the adjoining room, where four fellow- 
vatients were sleeping. Approaching them 
& dealt one, Charles Signor, three terrible 
blows over the head, breaking his skull. He 
then struck Louis Hoelscher five times, mak- 
ing a fracture of the skull five inches long, 
end passing quickly to the  ad- 
joining ward, attacked Andrew Allison, 
colored, who was also asleep, cutting him in 
the head and face, and severing an artery in 
the head. Atthis juncture an epileptic ne- 
gro, named Jackson, being aroused stole up 
quietly on Mason from behind, and grappled 
with him. The attention of the guards was, 
by this time, attracted, and rushing in, the 
murderous convict was overpowered and dis- 
armed by them. Signor and Hallscher are 
still alive, but cannot recover. Allison’s in- 
juries are not fatal. All the victims are con- 
victs, confined in the department for the 
harmless insane. Mason is 45 years old, a 
Frenchman by birth. He was sent to the 
penitentiary from St. Louis in September, 
1882, for fourteen years tor highway robbery. 


The Outrageous Act of Ruflians. 

Litcurie.p, Conn., December 14.—A brutal 
outrage was perpetrated upon an inollensive 
young married couple near this town. Daniel 
Dougherty, a farmer, was quietly married to 
Miss Nellie Matthews onSaturday. They had 
been acquainted for more than a year, and 
both are highly respected. After the wedding 
they went to the home which had been nicely 
fitted up by the groom. About midnight the 
house was surrounded bya gang of ruffians 
who howled and yelled beneath the windows. 
Dougherty came out to remonstrate with the 
ang, when he was attacked and beaten. Mre. 
Yougherty came to his assistance and was also 
rudely assaulted by the hoodlums, who drove 
both from the house and then destroyed every- 
thing of value in the dwelling. Efforts are 
being made to capture the ruflians, and if 


found they will be severely dealt with. 


The Zora Burns Tragedy Recalled. 

Lincoin, Ill., December 14.—It was made 
known to-day for the first time that Orrin A. 
Carpenter is out of the city. He did not show 
himself after the old man Burns (father of 
Zora Burns, for whose murder Carpenter was 
tried and acquitted) attempted to kill him. 
Ile was taken in hi# ex-partner’s buggy tothe 
train, and went away from here to Peoria. 

His friends eay he isa wreck, financially. 
He has yet 160 acres of farming land six miles 
from town, for which he asks $50 an acre. His 
once snug fortune has dwindled away to this 
encumbered land and a little money. A_ fear 
of Burns haunts him, andthe refusal of the 
authorities to arrest Burns mortified him be- 
yond measure end hastened his departure. 


A Temperance Preacher Killed by Whisky. 

Omana, December 14.—A traveling Baptist 
preacher, who preached a temperance sermon 
at Antelope, Wyoming, was taken by cow- 
boys last Sunday to a saloon and compelled to 
drink five or six lemonade glasses of whisky. 
The cowboys then started with the preacher 


to a temporary trading post, twenty-five miles 


from Antelope, but the preacher died before 
reaching there.

THE LONDON BRIDGE EXPLOSION. 


A Perfectly Useless Crime—Thousands Vis- 
iting the Scene, 

Loxpon, December 14.—The Observer says: 
The exploiion at London bridge last night 
seems to belong to the ordinary eategory of 
dynamite outrages with which’ recent expe- 
riences have made Englishmen unhappily 
familiar. It was a perfectly useless crime, 
end led to no practical result beyond destroy- 
ing @ certain amount of masonry. It was not 
attended by loss of life, yet it is obvious 
that the perpetrators must have 
suMicipated the possibility of a number 
of Mnocent human being, beingsubject to sud- 
dem and cruel death. The crime, therefore 
pattakes of the character of murder. It is 
dificult to conceive what possible end or pur- 
pose the authors of such outrages hope to at- 
taibs The utter absence of coalition between 
cauee and effect mainly confirms the theory 
that these crimes are of Hibernian origin. 

A careful inspection of London bridge was 
made to-day, and it was found that no struct- 
ual injury whatever was done. Nothing 
could be found about the bridge to indicate 
that the explosion had taken place. The po- 
lee have discovered nothing that is likely to 
assist them in their inquiries as to the origin 
or the — explosion. The heads of 
toe detective departments were confer- 
ribg with the home office during the entire 
day. The absence of any clew is paralyzing 
tks action of the police, who are even unable 
to tell the nature of the explosive used. It 
appears that the explosion occurred nearer 
the Surrey end of the bridge than was at first 
supposed, and yet most of the houses that 
were damaged were on the Middlesex side, 
wherethe windows were smashed as far as 
Billingsgate market. Several panes of glass 
were broken in the fishmonger’s hall, but 
otherwise the building received 
bo damages. Several squares of 
a lofty "gn screen in the Cannon street depot 
fell to the platfrom with a crash, greatly terri- 
{ying the passengers in the building, although 
nobedy was injured. The river traffic had 
luekily been suspended at the time of the ex- 
piosion, owing to the darkness. The explosion 
jormeé the staple topic of conversation, and 
- usands of persons have visited the scene to- 
aay. 


THE EXPLOSION DESCRIBED. 

A policeman who, at the time of the ex- 
pJo8lon, was standing on the top steps leading 
to the steamboat pier on the Surrey lide of 
the river, with his back to the stream says he 
sav a blinding glare, like a sheet of lightning, 
whech was followed by a terrible report. 

jie wes a most stunned, and his helmet was 
blown some yards away by the concussion. He 
‘an to the top station, and gave the alarm, and 
scom afterward the river police making a 
minute examination of the buttresses of the 
bridge and wharves on each bank of the rivers. 
Their search, however, was fruitless, Daylight 
showed thet not a single stone had been 
displaced by the shock. Taking this fact into 
cousideration, experts are unanimously of the 
opinion that the explosive agent used was 
thrown over the bridge and exploded in the 
air or on striking the water. 

A MYSTERIOUS BOAT. 

Towards noon, however, a wharfer inform- 
ed the police thata few minutes before the 
explosion he saw a boat, containing three men, 
under the arch on the Survey side. 
lie took no particular notice of them, t linking 
they were river police, and didn’t see the boat 
aiterward. He supposes that they poceeded 
down the river. The police this afternoon 
learned that a piece of charred sacking about 
afootanda half square had been found on

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A THREAT TO IRELAND. 


The Coercion Bill te be Re-Enacted Next 
Year, 

Loxpox, December 14.—The earl of Morley, 
liberal, member of the house of lords and un- 
der secretary for war, addressed an audi 
ence at Plymouth to-day. He deeply copraad 
the hostile spirit engendered in Ireland by the 
differences of race and religion, together 
with years of oppression aud 
bad government, unappeased by 
the legislation of the past twelve years. 
“Never,” he said, “had Ireland a govern- 
ment more anxious to render justice—nay, 
more than justice to Ireland—than the pres- 
entone. The redistribution bill is a treaty of 
ungrudging generosity, and yet the hostility 
remains manifested from time to time In 
wicked outrage, and returning to 
parliament of the avowed enemies 
ef England, prepared to obstruct, in every 
way, all the beneficial legislation.”

Lonpnon, December 14.—The.Times’ Hong 
Kong dispatch says: It is reported from Nay- 
asaki, that the Coreans have rebelled; that 
the kirtg has fled to the hills, and that his 
general was killed.

BESOUGHT FOR MONEY. 


THE HARD LIFE OF A RICH 
WOMAN. 


Mrs, Stone Pinched for Means as a Wife, Besought 
by Relatives and Beggars as for Money as a 
Rich Widow, and Compelled to Beg for 
@ Pittance From Mr. Wilcox.

Boston, Mass., December 14.—Great excite- 
ment exists im certain circles in this state 
over the contested will case of Mrs. Stone, 
whose many gifts to religious and educational 
institutions have won for her so much notorie- 
ty. Among other bequests made by her was 
one of about $30,000 for Stone Hall, connected 
with one of the negro colleges in Atlanta, 
Georgias From the evidence it would appear 
that the poor old woman was béset by three 
parties, each of which was merciless in its en- 
deavors to bleed her. The first party was her 
relatievs, who were watching for the spark of 
life to leave her body so that they might come 
into possession of her millions. The second 
party was the representatives of impecunious 
churches and colleges at a distance, who prey- 
ed upon the old woman’s religious leanings for 
‘gifts to the Lord.” The third party was a 


Mr. Wilcox, a neighbor across the way, whose 
ambition was to become Mrs. Stone’s adminis- 
trator, and thus have the handling of her es- 
tate. Heis accused of sedulously poisoning 
the old woman’s mind against both begging 
preachers and anxious relatives. Miss 
Clara Goodenow, a niece of Mrs. Stone, in her 
evidence testified as to her aunt’s condition 
and surroundings. 


MR. WILCOX’S FINGER. 

‘After 1878 Mrs. Stone often spoke of feeling 
dizzy and confused, and said, “I fear it wil] 
end in my not knowing anything.”’ Once the 
testatrix went out of her room to go to Mrs. 
Pearson’s room, end lost her way, crying, 
“Wheream lI? Icannot find my way.” An- 
other time aunt inquired the way to a back 
room. After her uncle’s death witness did 
not go to Malden for some time, because Mr. 
Wilcox wrote saying my aunt did not wish me 
tocome. When I next saw her, my aunt chi- 
ded me, and told me she never said any such 
thing to Mr. Wilcox. My aunt, of her own 
accord, spoke of no other institution except 
Wellesley. She said that she would have the 
right to send some of her young friends 
and relatives there. After returning from 
Wellesley, my aunt merely described the 
colored janitor. I read something from a pa- 
per about her gift for the evangelization of 
France. My aunt declared that she hadn’t given 
anything for that purpose; that she Fidn’t 
like French people. Aunt asked me if Rob- 
ert college was built when John Holmes Good- 
low was.in Constantinople. She asked if it 
was acellege for boys or girls. She spoke 
about Mr. Wilcox’s daughter being at Drury 
co}lege, I read something from a 
paper about Hampton. college. Testa- 
trix didn’t know anything about 
it. A Stone hall had already 
been builtthere. She never discussed any of- 
the se institutions. Auntoften said: “I have 
given a great deal of money to colleges,’ and 
asked me if I knew where they were. My 
aunt asked me it I knew what she had done 
with all her husband’s mioney, which he had 
spent eighty years in gathering, and she wept 
in speaking of it. After uncle’s death I re- 
ceived $20,000. Later my aunt said she would 
give me $5,060 more, since she had made her 
Wilcox was not willing “for her Ue give nea 
house, for then she would nave to give others 
the sawe. Mr. Wilcox told aunt that I was 
not respectful in speaking of her, and did not 
deserve a house. 

AN ALLOWANCE OF $100 A YEAR. 

Aunt told me she would give -me $5,000 in 
stead; gave me $500 for a purpose, and $150 to 
take a trip to Niagra. The last year of her life 
my aunt gave me $8,000, telling me she wished 
me to have a house. My aunt had only $109 a 
year during my uncle’s life; never had any 
experience of practical affairs. Witness descri- 
bed the great simplicity of her aunt’s daily 
life. Never to my knowledge did she cross the 
street alone to the house of Mr. Wilcox. My 
aunt was afraid to be left alone; feared she 
would suffer another fit. In January, 1889, 
aunt gave me $2,000, saying that Mr. Wilcox 
thought $5,000 was to much. Said she would 
give me the rest in her will. 
This money was given for a trip 
to Europe. My aunt asked me if President 
Chamberlain of Bowdoin was a good man and 
agentleman. I told her he was. Then aunt 
said that Mr. Wilcox told her that Chamber- 
lian came only to impose on her and called 
heran old woman behind her back. Aunt 
said she had reservéd $200,000 for her own use, 
and tbat she should give it to her family when 
she died. She asked meifit was not quite a 
large sum. This was in the spring of 1879. In 
i881 my aunt told me that she had supposed 
the $200,000 was her own, but found out that 
it wasnot. She asked me if! knew how and 
when she had given away all this money. 
Testatrix told witness that Wil- 
cox said she had given it all 
awa in a trust deed, by which 
she had put all her property out of her hands. 
Aunt said to Mr. Wilcox, in my presence, that 
she wished the deed burned up, if she could 
‘not give $20,000 to Mr. Spring under the con- 
ditions therein. Mr. Wilcox told testatrix 
that he would go to Boston and see what could 
be done. When Mr. Wilcox came back Mrs, 
Stone asked him. ‘‘What have you done 
with that paper?” Mr. Wilcox replied: “It 
is destroyed now, and everything is all right.” 
After Mr. Spring got the money, aunt said: 
“That doesn’t help it if the paper is there. 
1 don’t want my hands tied; I shal] have a 
fuss again.’ Something was said about her 
giving money to the institute of technology. 
My aunt told me that Mr. Wilcox said that 
that was a “godless institution.” Mr. Wil- 
cox remarked to witness: ‘I intend to con- 
trol the distribution of-your aunt’s property, 
and she shall give nothing to such institu- 
tions.” At the time aunt wanted to give me 
$8,000 she found that the trust deed was still 
in existence, and said she did not wish to put 
all her property out of her hands, and request- 
ed Mr. Wilcox to show her the per: esta- 
trix never wrote anything after her attacks in 
1873. Shesaid she could not. Mr. Wilcox 
saw aunt every day. 

RICH AND YETA BEGGAR. 

Mrs. Stone was always obliged to ask for 
money to pay the board bills. To one such 
request Wilcox replied: “I supposed you had 
meney;” andagain, “I gave you $50 last 
week.’ To which I exclaimed, “Gave! I 
thovght aunt had money of her own;”’ he re- 

lied, O certainly.” Testatrix said that Mr. 

Vileox lost, by investment, some money she 
bad given him to invest, and felt so badly 
sbout it that she made up the loss to him. 
‘estatrix once asked witness who her heirs 
were, ifshe had any, and tried to go over 
their names. Among others, [ mentioned 
Ellen, my sister. estatrix inquired who 
Ellen was. Here Judge Allen refused to allow 
the following question: ‘Whether the 
witness observed any facts which led 
her ta believe that Mrs. Stone 
was much under the influence of Mr. Wil- 
cox?”

“This has been a pretty lively week in cot- 
ton circles,” remarked Mr. Ben Hughes, the 
popular cashier of the First Nationol bank to 
a Courier man yesterday. 

‘““‘Why so?” asked the scribe. 

“T am not prepared to answer as to the 
‘whysos’ of the cotton market. It is some- 
thing yetto be explained. But during the 
past six days our bank has moved seven 
thousand bales, handling in the transac- 
tion $315,000 of exchange. So you see there 
has beensome pretty lively buying, selling 
and shipping done this week.”’ 

“How much money have you brought out 
from New York this season tor cotton?”’ 

“Well, something over one million dol- 
lars.” 

One of our largest cotton factors and whole- 
sale merchants in conversation with our re- 
porter, said: ‘‘Rome has furnished this season 
in actual cash, about one million dollars to the 
merchants and cotton buyers of surrounding 
towns, to buy cotton for Rome.” Our cotton 
men turn their money over tast, and thus one 
with one hundred thousand dollars can han- 
dle about three hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars worth of cotton during the seasen.

“Jt has lately been remarked,’’ stys the St. 
James Gazette, “that the legal profession (meat- 
ing thereby barristers and solicitors alike) has in 
the last ten years increased at the rate of 17 per 
cent, whereas the medical profession has increased 
ettherateof only3 percent. The statement is 
curious, and there is no reason to doubt its 
accuracy. The real point of interest, how- 
ever, dces not lie in the comparison of the two 
professions, but in the fact that the numbers 
are, in the case of the lawyers, out of all propor- 
tion to the growth of the population. We doubt, 
however, if they vary much irom the proportion- 
ate increase of wealth; and the law ol property, 
whichis nine-tenths of the Jawyer’s business, 
deals mainly with the different forms of wealth. 
Probably this is the true explanation of this dis- 
crepancy, though some allowance might be made 
for the attractions whieh are said to lie in the so- 
cial position of a successiul barrister.

ONE HUNDRED GEORGIA FARMERS, 
The most encouraging news we have print- 
ed for many a day was the record of thecon- 
testsfor the gossypiurm-phospho premiums, 
which appeared yesterday. A home com- 
pany manufactures a fertilizer. It offers 
$300 in gold for the best yield made on 
ground enriched with that fertilizer, and 
four Jersey bulls for the best yield made by 
clubs. So that the competition has the ef- 
fect of a fair. 

There were seventy-five farmers who con- 
tested for the cotton premium according to 
the rules. The highest yield was 1,545 pounds 
of lint cotton to the acre, or 3'4 bales of 450 
pounds each. The lowest yield was 450 
pounds, ora bale to the acre. The average 
of the seventy-five farmers was 774 pounds 
or nearly two bales to the acre. To secure 
this yield he used an average of 888 pounds 
of cossypium, which cost at his depot, $15.54. 
At nine cents his cotton brought $69.66. De- 
duct from this the cost of the fertilizer and 
we baye $44.12 net profit to the acre. The 
fifty bushels of cotton seed from each acre 
wil! about pay for the cultivation. Ata bale 
to the acre above the cost of the fertilizer, 
any farmer can get rich. Here are seyenty- 


- five farmers who have more than made that 


average. The returns show that througbout 
the entire state, 850,000 bales of cotton were 
raised on 3,100,000 acres, or less than one bale 
to 3's acres. So thatthe average farmer in 
Georgia prepares, plants and cultivates sey- 
en acres and gets from that large surface just 
what these seventy-five farmers averaged 
from one acre. | | 

Here is the secret of farming. It is labor 
that eats up the profits of the farm. It is la- 
bor that exhausts the treasury, that forces 
the mhortgage on the land or the lien on the 
crop, and that gives the farmer anxiety. It 
is feeding, and clothing, aud paying for the 
labor, for plowing, for sowing, for fencing, 
for hoeing that keeps thefarmer poor. Now, 
it is plain that the profits must increase just 
in proportion as the cost in labor is reduced 

without reducing the crop. The fewer acres 
needed to produce a bale of cotton, the less 
there is of labor to charge up against-that 
bale. Now, here are seventy-five farmers who 
average, practically, two bales to one acre, 
while the ordinary farmer takes seven acres 
to get the same amount. In one case, to get 
a given amount of cotton, one campact, rich 
acre is prepared and cultivated. In the other, 
seyen acres are fenced in, ploughed, planted, 
| heed and picked, and no more cotton is 
o>tained than comes from the oneacre.. Can 
it be doubted which plan will make the 
farmer rich, and which will keep him poor? 
Especially when we consider that the fertili- 
zer Which makes this one acre, do the work 
of seven, and which leaves it richer at the 
end of each season,.anly costs $15.54? That 
amount, in good fertilizers put on each acre 
of the seven acres, would soon make each 
acre yield as much as all now yield, and 
wouid give the farmer fourteen bales of cot- 
ton with which to pay for his labdr, instead 
of forcing him to pay it all out of two bales 
at he now does. 

The corn premiums show justas gratifying 
results. There were sixteen contestants and 
the nverage yield was eighty-one bushels to 
the acre. ‘The first premium was taken with

Rice is a very nutritious amd palatable 
food, Itis really a more important factor in 
feeding the people than the potato crop. 

We import more foreign rice than we ought 
to, but it is probable that in the near future 
the home supply will equal the demand. At 
present the average importation of foreign 
rice for the year is about 260,000 bags of 224 
pounds each, making an aggregate of 58,246,- 
000 pounds, of this we receive about 30,000 
begs by way of the Atlantic ports. 
Tie remainder is imported along the Pacific 
coant, 

Our home product is about 185,000 barrels 
from Georgia and South Carolina, and about 
25,900 barrels from Louisiana, making a to- 
tal of 126,700,000 pounds, 

The duty on rice is twoand a quarter cents 
apound, Inthe opinion of the New York 
wholesale dealers the removal of this duty 
would stimulate the production of rice in 
this country. They believe that our plan- 
ters would produce all the rice consumed 
here, and as it could be more conveniently 
handled than the imported article, mer- 
chants would not send abroad for it. The 
consequent reduction in the price would lead 
people to use it in larger quantities than at 
present.

A KOMANTIC LIFE HISTORY, 


ihe Story of Mr, Be Castro’s Wanderings, 

and ertunes, Ending in Suicide, 
Cnicaco, Ill., December 14.—The early his- 
tory of Dr. Fercinand De Castro, who recently 
committed suicide in Newark, New Jersey. js 
finally revealed in a letter received from his 
eousin, P. Geilerup, of Jackson, Minnesota. 
He says that De Castro’s original name was 
Holger Ferdinend Kastrup. His father was a 
midionaire ane owner of a large tobacco facto- 
ry im if, OO ym Holger went to 
kiio Janeiro, Brazil, where he remained five 
years. In the summer of 1859 he reappeared in 
Copenhagen, with a young wife and iwo chii- 
dren, having married a wealthy Spanish lady 
ot noble birth. Holger took a fine house and 
entertained the elite of Danish society. At the 
close of the year King Frederick Vii married 
a woman of the people, and popular feeling 
was aroused acainst the alliance. The militia 
was called ut to prevent an outbreak. Holger 
ee eed the scheme of a “festino’’ or 
fete to div##t the attention of the people. Th 
enterprisc:- was successful in diverting the 
thoughts of the people from the royal mar- 
riage, but was a failure financially. 

The nigst before the close of the “‘festino”’ 
Holger K:strup was taken dangerously ill and 
was prostsated for weeks. Mr. Gellerup says 
he was 2 member of the committee appointed 
toexamirs the accounts of the ‘‘festino.”

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Willis Foreman Westmoreland, 4.D. 
From the Atlanta Medical Journal. 
Dr. Westmoremand is a native of Fayette coun- 
ty, Georgia, where he was born January 1, i828. 


His father, Robert Westmoreland, was a planter of 
that county. 

The Westmorelands of the United 
States have descended from three 
brothers, who, prior to the war for American 
independence, came to this country from England 
aud settled respectively in the states of Pennsyl- 
veniea, Virginia and North Carolina. The charac- 
ter of this family may be inferred from the fact 
that acountyin each of these states bears their 
name. The subject of this sketch is a descendant 
of the North Carolina branch of the family. Havy- 
ing received primary instruction ina neighbdor- 
hood school ot his native county, his education 
was completed ata highscheol of Griffin, Geor- 
gia. 

In 1847, impelled by the spirit of adventure and 
undecided as to his life ocenpation, he visited tne 
state of Texas, mingling with the hardy inhabit- 
ants Of that chivalric commonwealth, and famil- 
iariziDg himself with the natural advantages of 
that section. He remained there for nearly 
tweivé months, and about the close of that period 
he determined to devote himself to the profession 
of medicine, and returned to Gsaorgia in order to 
euter upon the study of that science. in accord- 
ance with his nature, he promptly began and as- 
siducusiy pursued his studies until prepared to 
enter a medical college with advantage and credit. 

Hie attended his first course of lectures in the 
medical college of Georgia at Augusta in 1818 and 
1349, At the close of the latter year he entered as 
a stucent Jefferson medical college, Philadelphia, 
from _ which he graduated in 1850, with a class of 
which Dr. William H. Panecoast, now professor of 
anatomy in that college, Dr. 8. Wier Mitchell, the 
celebrated specialist of Philadelphia, and other 
eminent physicians were members. 

Returning to Georgia he commenced the prac- 
tice oi medicine in his native county, but in Tair, 
Jtol, Moved to this city, where he prosecuted a 
suceessiul and profiitable practice until the 
fall of 1852, At this period he placed 
bimeself under the special instruc- 
tion Of Dr. Paul F. Eye, then professor of surgery 
in the medical Gepartmeut of the university at 
Nashville, Tennessee, There he remained for eight 
months, enjoying most excellent opportunities fur 
ecquiring kcowledge in this branch of his profes- 
£idn, 

Resolyed to become master of surgery, he siiled 
for Kuropein the winter of 1852. Arriving at 
Paris, he becameat once an attendant upon the 
lectures of Valpeau, Nelaton, Rioux, Ricord and 
otber eminent men of the profession, and applied 
himselli assiduously ene details of that mostdel- 
jleate and responsible branch of medical science. 
Jie remained in Paris for about two years, enjoy- 
ing theinstruction of the most distinguished pro- 
fessors Of Europe and opportunities for 

quiring practical knowledge of surgery 
which were unsurpassed on the 
continent Appreciating these advantages, 
they were improved by him to the utmost. : 

lia 1854, while he was in Paris. he was chosen pro- 
fessor Of surgery in the Atlanta Medical college. Ha 
uccepted the appointment, and returning homeen- 
tered promptly and earnestly upon the duties of 
the position. 

In 1855-6, he delivered a course of lectures on 
surgery in the Atlanta Medical college, which 
demonstrated his thorough knowledge of this 
branch of the profession, establishing at the same 

tation for great skill as a surgeon by 
sful performance of many delicate and 
dificult operations. 

Impressed with the importance of a reliable 
medicai journal in the south, he founded this 
journal during the summer of 1855. Until the 
yeur 1577 he continued his connection with ‘this 
enterprise, either in the relation of editor or pro- 
prietor. Although he had acquired an enviable 
distinction as a surgeon, he aspired to higher at- 
tainments.and still greater skill. 

To gratily this laudable am bition he again sailed 
for hmope in September, 1856, Ason his previous 
visit he located in the French metropolis, and at- 
tended the lectures of the most eminent physi- 
cia In addition 
to his attendance upon the lectyres of these 
distinguished professors, he became a private pu- 
pil of Dumas, the celebrated oculist, Robin, the 
microseopist, and Verneille, surgical pathologist, 
embracitg in the scope of his studies and special 
instructions, everything auxiliary te a complete 
knowledge of surgery. 

Im 1857, he returned to this state, bringing with 
him as trophies of his assiduous study, certificates 
of proficiency from the learned professors men- 
tioned. Locating in Atlanta, he entered at once 
upon the practice of surgery, his renown as a sar: 
geon constantly growing until his fame extended 
over the entire country. 

rhe war of the states came on and, relin- 
guishing a large and lucrative practice, he ten- 
cered bis services to his native section. These 

promptly and cordially accepted. As sur- 

secon in the fiel®?, his knowledge and skill proved 
invaluable to the Southern army. Faithiul, effi 
cient and patriotic, he enjoyed the fullest 
confidence an esteem of those in 
ower and command, while many a4 
* “o who bled-for the southern cause, realized

alacrity, considering only the will of his country. 
Devoted to the cause of the southern confederacy, 
he followed her fortunes with pride and hope, 
until ‘he last day of conflict when, at Appomattox, 
her flag was furled forever and the cause for which 
her heroes had battled was lost. Turning sadly 
homeward, in sympathy with the people 

south, he in due time arrived in this city, deso- 
jated by the merciless invader, and resumed the 
practice of his profession. 

Although thorough in every branch of the heal- 

ience, and eminent aS a genera 

of medicine, be has, nevertheless, 

particulariy devoted _ to the 

practice of surgery. lis successes 

in this branch of the protession have been won- 

derful and have made him a reputation that 

extends to every state of the republic, classing him 

with the comparatively small number of our race 

who have fully achieved the purposes of taelr ain- 
bition, 

All along the years of his professional life he has 
contributed by his pen to the advancement of 
medical scieuce,so thathe willlive onin the 
light he has cast upon the theory and practice of 
healing. Helives asa friend of humanity, and 
vyhen he shall have passed away from life, he 
will be cherished in memory asa true beneiactor 
of lis race, 

Still actively engaged in the practice of surgery. 
and gathering new laurels at every step, he has a 
prospective carcer of great usefulness AS ged 
dent of the faculty of the Atlanta medical col- 
lege, he is doipg much to preserve and promote 
the prosperity and bereficial influence of taat la- 
stitution.

How the Railroads of Georgia Are Getting Along 
Under the Commission— the Depreciation ia 
Retes and the Falling Ot of Revenucs— 
Interesting Facts and Pigures. 

The letter from President Raoul, of the Cen- 
tral Railrosd and Banking company, to the 
chairman of the senate committee on railroads, 
will be read with interest everywhere. Cap- 
tain Raoul presents a strong array of facts and 
figures in support of his conclusions, and his 
side of the case is clearly and forcibly set 
forth.

The Ohio River Basis. 
From the Louisville Courier Journal. 

The reduction in freight rates to Atlanta 
territory by the Queen and Crescent was a 
matter of considerable comment yesterday ina 
railroad circles, but it was not believed that 
the cut would result in any serious trouble. 
A disinterested, but well-posted, gentleman 
remerked that the telegram from Cin- 
einneti which was published in the 
Courier-Journal yesterday was mislealing, 
but itconvened the impression that thea re- 
duction only affected freighta from Cincinnati, 
when inreality the cutwas made at Louis- 
villeat the sametime. He stated that the re- 
duction was made to jplaceall Ohio river 
points on an equal footing with Memphis, 
after the completion of the Fort Seott 
and Kanses City road, which gave western 
roads a monopoly of the business through 
the five-cent differential rate previously al- 
lowed Memphis. The East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia road was the only line that 
objected to the equalization, and this objection 
was caused by the great advantage that road 
would secure at the old rate. It is claimed 
that the reduction effects no real change as re- 
gards Ohio river points, but places all on an 
equal footing.

Cheese eake $239,727.08; North Carolina 
©866,625.87 ; Salem road $75,825.64; 
Atlanta and Charlotte Air-Line $1 ,043,- 
633.09. The expenses of main- 
tenance and operation were $2, 202,540.87, 
making the net earnings for the year $1,597,- 
540.61. The company received from interests 
6b investments $19,517.09, making a total net 
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tied, 

It will be said that theamount paid for the leas 
Of otber roads is too much—that the Pah re 
mace bad bargains, and seeks to burden the users 
of its road with the losses. The leased roads are 
the South western, Augusta aud Savannah and the 
Milledgeville and Eatonton branch. The Central 
railroad company is now paying for these leases at 
the rate of seven per cent on their present capital 
stock.
